ROFITABLE DAIRYING 


By * H U G H G. V A N P E L T 
Dairy Exp ert IovYa S tate Dairy Association 


What the Dairy Cow Has Been Doing 


In Iowa there are produced annually 


nlinoHt 3,000,000 bushels of corn. 
The 


Iowa farmer realizes that if each 
year this entire crop, together with 
the other farm crops that are raised, 
w< re to be shipped out of the state 
entirely in their natural form there 
would 
be 
removed 
such 
a 
large 


amount of fertility annually that in 


| the course of a very few years farm 
! lands would be so depleted that it 
| would be almost impossible to raise 
i crops sufficiently large to pay for the 


expense of raising them, and this is 
true of all states in the central west. 
Profiting by the experience of the 


farmers of the «astern part of the 
United States, the western farmer has 
learned that although his farms are 
now rich and fertile and capable of 
producing extremely large crops, still 
there is a possibility of removing all 
of the available fertility. 
The great 


problem confronting all farmers of to­ 
day is how to feed the large and rapid­ 
ly growing population, it 4 a necessary 
not only 
to continue 
producing 
as 


large an amount of food upon the 


crops tlmt were raised and shipped 
across the water to Europe, and al­ 
though the process was slow it was 
extensive, and the fertility was trans­ 
ferred from the eastern part of the 
United States to the farms of Europe. 
“ Many Farm ers Rob the Soil.” 
The western farmer is acquainted 


with this fact and realizes that to con­ 
tinually grow corn and hay and other 
farm crops and ship them away from 
his farm in the raw state means to 
transfer the fertility from Ids farm to 
that owned by some other man; the 
observing have seen this fact demon­ 
strated. 
In many cases where on one side of 


the road lived a grain farmer and his 
neighbor across the road 
fed live 


stock, 
gradually— and 
in 
some 
in­ 
stances quite rapidly—It could be seen 
that the stock farmer who was buying 
grain from his neighboring grain fann­ 
er was carrying across the road the 
very best portion of his neighbor's 
farm. 
As years went by one farm in 


this case became better by far and 
capable of raising larger crops from

much more must be raised per acre i 
of ground farmed than has e ve r,been 
raised before if people are to have as 
much to cat and wear as they have ! 
had in the past. 
This is due to the: 


fact that t,!n* population of the United j 
States is «rapidly growing and 
new* 


farms of great yielding value are be-* 
coming very scarce. 
This point is ex- J 


empllfled by the fact tiiat last year \ 
larger crops were r;iis»*d than ever be­ 
fore, and with th<* exception of a very 
j few years in history, prices rule high­ 
er than ever before. 
Intensified Farm ing. 


All this points to one general fact, 
namely, that tin* farms of the west, 
must be worked more intensely, and 
perhaps instead of one or two crops j 
being raised, more attention must be j 
given to diversified farming. 
It 
is' 
very necessary that the groat fertility.' 
now present in the soil must be re-1 
tainod at least, and if there is a pos- 
Hible way of increasing the fertility 
of our farms, attention must b»* given 


year *to year, while the other farm be­ 
en rm* poorer, and in the course of time 
was useful for very little except to 
raise weeds. For this reason the west­ 
ern farmer is an extensive iecdor ot 
live stock, concentrating the product 
which he sends to market and retains 
upon his farm a greater portion of 
the .fertilizing ingredients. All classes 
of farm animals are useful for this 
purpose, but. the dairy cow is, without 
doubt, the greatest retainer and build­ 
er of soil fertility. 
This is proven by 


the fact that a ton of butter, which 
is now valued at more than $600, re­ 
moves from the farm less than »0 
cents worth of fertilizing ingredients. 
It is true that by the proper system 


of rotating crops, together with the 
feeding of grains and grasses raised 
on the farm to 'the dairy cow, selling 
her product in the form of butter and 
returning the by-products to the land 
the Iowa farm can be made to product 
more largely from year to year, unc 
each generation that tills the soil wil 
leave the farm to the next generatiot

to this point. Rotation of crops is use­ 
ful In holding fertility, but it is ex­ 
tremity doubtful whether this method 
alone will suffice to keep the* farms in 
a profit-producing condition; for tin* 
fact is very evident that whenever a 
bushel of corn, wheat, oats or potatoes 
or a ton of hay is taken away from 
the farm, all the fertility which is con­ 
tained in them goes along and is thus 
transferred from the farm on which 
tin* crop was raised to some other 
farm or wasted. 
There was a time when farms in the 
New 1 incited states were fertile and 
productive and their owners boasted 
of the fact that the soil «as rich and 
deep and could never be exhausted. 
From \ oar to year large crops were 
raised, a large portion of which was 
sent across the water to Europe, and 
gradually the farms of Europe became 
better and more productive, but this 
«as at the expense of the farms in the 
New England states, for, as a matter 
of fact, the* great fertility which was 
one 
to be found on these eastern 
farms had been gradually worked out 
of the ground, incorporated in the

| in even better condition than they 
themselves inherited it. 
Dairy Cow Most Economical Producer. 


This is not the only distinct ad­ 
vantage the dairy cow has, for she is 
i furthermore recognized as the most 
economical producer of food nutrients. 
Extensive experiments carried on by 
Messrs. Law and Gilberts show that 
I the cow giving daily ten quarts of 
milk produces six times as much min­ 
eral matter, six times as much nitro- 
i g-. nous material, and an amount of fat 
equal to the steer that gains in live 
weight la pounds of beef per week. A 
good dairy cow, too, will accomplish 
this end by the consumption of cheap­ 
er foods than will the steer, for the 
food of the dairy cow is made up 
largely of roughage, which is a cheap­ 
er kind of food, with a small amount 
of concentrates, while the ration oi 
the steer is made up largely of con­ 
centrates. with a comparatively small 
amount of roughage. 
The annual production of dairy prod­ 
ucts in the United Rtates returns an 
income of $800,000.000, which is equal 
to one-ninth of the entire value of all 


farm products. Of this amount Iowa 
oi one cent per pound, this money to 
be spent for the employing of an ex­ 
pert to do everything in hia power for 
the assistance of the patrons and for 
the 
upbuilding 
of dairying In that 


community. 
Now, experience 
tells 
ua 
exactly 


what will be the result. 
The farme rs 


of this organization will dispose ot the 
unprofitable cows. They will keep the 
good cows and during the next year, 
although they do not produce so large 
an amount of m ilk and butter fat, the 
labor on the farm with the c o w h will 
be less, iced will be saved and the 
net profits will be far greater. 
Th»*n, 


and not until then, does the farmer 
become really Interested in the busi­ 
ness of milking cows. Then It is that 
he sees the manner in which real 
profit can be made from his herd. Ilia 
eyes have been opened to some really 
wonderful facts. 
He has found that 


where one cow was producing 100 
pounds of butter in a year and barely 
paid for her 
keeping, 
another cow 


standing by her side lias produced 500 
pounds of butter, making for him a 
profit of from $75 to $00 even after 


considering the value of the skim milk 
and the manure from the standpoint 
of its fertilizing value. 
With this fact 


in mind and more Interested In the 
business, he is not satisfied at dis­ 
posing of the poor cows alone, so he 
begins at once to build up his herd. 
Then it is that he seeks knowledge 
relative to the proper points to bo 
observed in the selection, breeding, 
feeding and the caring for cows, and 
then it is that it becomes possible for 
the experts hired by the Iowa State 
Dairymen’s association to be of as­ 
sistance to him. 
The spirit of im­ 
provement has reached farther than 
the legislature and the Dairymen’s as­ 
sociation. so that at the present time 
much good is being done by public 
spirited men along this same line of 
Improvement. 


Iowa Cow Culture Club. 


Probably 
no one has excited 
so 


much interest in dairying during the 
past year as has Mr. W . W. Marsh 
of Waterloo, Iowa. 
During this time 


he has made two or three trips to 
the Island of Guernsey and imported 
from there, regardless of cost, nearly 
100 head of the very finest Guernsey 
cattle that money could buy. 
He was 


the organizer of the Iowa Cow Culture 
club and put up $1,000 in cash to be 
divided a9 prizes among the 12 cows 
producing the most butter in Iowa. 
After he had started the game many 
others followed. 
The Iowa Stat<? Ag­ 
ricultural college at Ames agreed to 
make official 
the records of these 


cosvs by sending a tester to the home 
of each cow* once a month. 
By so 


doing, when the year’s test has been 
completed each cow will have an offi­ 
cial record of the exact amount of 
milk and butter that she has produced 
during the year and there will be no 
guesswork about it. 
Hon. J. J. Richardson of Davenport, 


Iowa, than whom there is no more in­ 
fluential 
man 
connected 
with 
the 


American Jersey Cattle club of New 
York city, at once set about to induce 
the 
Cattle 
club 
to 
duplicate 
Mr. 


Marsh’s prizes for J»*rsey cattle that 
might 
enter the 
contest and 
win. 


W. B. Barney of Hampton, Iowa, pres­ 
ident of the Iowa Dairymen’s associa­ 
tion and likewise influential with the 
Holstein-Frieslan association of Amer­ 
ica, induced his association to dupli­ 
cate the prizes to the extent of $500 
for Holstein cows that might be win­ 
ners of a portion of Mr. 
Marsh’s 


money, and then it was* that everyone 
seemed anxious to put up prizes for 
the good »if this cause and seven or 
eight pure bred dairy bull calves were 
offered as prizes to competitors own­ 
ing common grade cows. 
Dairy sepa­ 
rators, milking machines and prizes 
of all kinds were offered, until finally 
the prize list amounted to between 
four and five thousand dollars, and 
then it was that the farmers of Iowa 
began entering their cows until at the 
time when the date for entry closed 
there «ere found to be competing in 
the one large association 160 coWs and 
surprising are the facts 
that 
have 


been revealed from month to month. A 
large number of the cows have been 
producing from 40 to 100 pounds of 
butter per month and. on the »ither 
hand, a large number of them have 
been producing from JO to 15 pounds 
of butter a month; or, in other words, 
some of the cows in the test are the 
equal in milk and butter production 
and, in the end, In the production of 
profits to their owners, of eight or 
ten of the cows on the other end. 
This yearly contest will be finished 
by the first of August, 1910, and the 
yearly production of 160 cows can 
then be figured up. At that time it is 
planned to duplicate the test and al­ 
ready much prize money has been of­ 
fered for the cows that will enter tor 
another such race. 
v 
Now, the value of such a contest Is 


not in the prize which the owner of a 
cow may win. because this really is a 
small portion of the real good, but it 
is surprising as well as very gratifying 
to find how intense the interest »if the 
owner of the cow becomes when she 
begins her rao»* in a public contest. 
He at once wishes to learn the very 
best ways of feeding and caring for 
her and there is an impulse which 
leads him on to increasing his edu­ 
cation along lines that will better the 
conditions in the dairy for all time 
to 
come. 
This growth of interest 


brings questions from farmers, dairy­ 
men and breeders all over the state 
regarding the building up and caring 
for the dairy herd. 
Many are antici­ 
pating going into the dairy business 
and others who have been in the dairy 
business 
are 
anticipating 
making 


tlieir business one of less drudgery, 
shorter hours of confinement and a 
business of profit with less of the 
heavy work and care than iu most 
any other line of farming.

i Less in size, but even more ferocious, ^ 
*fhe leopsird has a worse character than 
»the tiger or lion. 
Living mainly in 1 
trees and very nocturnal, this fierce ‘ 
and dangerous beast is less often seen 
than far rarer animals. 
It Is widely 
|S{iread over the world from the Cape 
*of (;o»>d Hope to the Atlas mountains 
{I ml from soutliern China to the Black 
sea, wiii-re it is sometimes met with in 
the Caucasus. 
, 
Any one who has frequented the zoo 
for any time must have noticed the 
difference In size and color between 
leopards from different parts of the 
world. 
On some the ground color Is 
almost white, in others a clear nut 
brown. 
Others are jet black. 
Wherever they live leopards are cat­ 
tle thieves, sheep thieves, dog thieves 
and human being thieves. Though not 
formidable in aiipearance. they are im­ 
mensely strong, and it is not unusual 
for them to turn man cater. 
Both In 
India and in Africa they have been 
know’n to sot up in this line as delib­ 
erately as any tiger. 
They have four 
or five young at a birth. The cubs can 
be kept tame for some time and are 
amusing pets, but it is extremely dan­ 
gerous to have them about. 
In Hongkong an Engli.shmnn had a 
tame leopard. 
It was brought into the 
'dining room by a coolie to be exhibit- 
*€d to the oxvner’s guests. 
Excited liy 
the smell of food, the leopard refmsed 
to go out w’hen one of the women, who 
[did not like hi.s looks, asked that it bo 
removed. 
The coolie took hold of Its 
collar Jind began to haul it out. 
It 
seized him by the neck, hit it through 
and in a minute the coolie was dying, 
covered with blood, on the diuinji 
room floor. 
The Chinese leoi)ard ranges as far 
north us the Siberian ti,ger and. like 
the latter, seems to grow larger the 
farther north it is found. 
The color 
of these nortliern loojinrds is very pale, 
the spots are large and the fur Is very 
long. 
V The natives of r.ll countries are unan­ 
im o u s in declaring that tlie leopanl is 
'more dangerous than the lion or tiger. 
They have no fear of the Hon, provided 
j they are not fiuntlng for it, for it will 
not attack 
unless 
provoked, 
but a 
leopard is never to be trusted. 
In Africa a number of natives were 
firing the reed.s along a stream. One of 
them, a boy. being thirsty and hot, 
stooped doxvii to drink. He was imme­ 
diately seized by a leo[»ard. 'Flie hoy’s 
brother, with an adiniratiie aim. hurled 
his spear at the leopard while the buy 
xx'us in his Jaws. The point separated 
the vertebrae of tlie neck, and the 
leopard fell stone dcsd. 
But the boy 
conkl not recov(>r. Tlie leopard's fang.s 
had torn open liis chest and Injured the 
lungs. 
The hitter wore exposed to 
view throngli tlie cavity of tlie ribs, 
lie died during the night. 
l.eopards are essentially tree living 
and nocturnal animals. 
Sleeping in 
trees or caves by day, they are seldom 
distnrlad. 
They 
do 
an 
incredible 
anumiit 
<>f 
mischief 
anu»ng 
cattle, 
calves, sli 'Op and dogs, Lielng espex’ial- 
ly fond of killing and eating the latter. 
Tliey seize their iirey by the thrt»at 
and cling v ith their claws until they 
succeed in breaking the spine or in 
strangling tlie victim. 
'1 hey have a 
haldt of feeding on putrid flesh. 
'This 
makes xvounds iufiicted by their teetiv 
or claxvs liable to blood poisonlne 
Nothing in the way of prey cuine.^ 
amiss to them, from a cow in the i»as- 
tnre to a fowl up at roost. 
In the great mountain ranges of cen­ 
tral Asia the beautiful snow leopard is 
found. 
It is a large creature, with 
thick, woolly coat and a long tall like 
a fur boa. The color is while, clouded 
with iicautifnl gray, like that of an 
Angora cat. 
The etiges of the cloud­ 
ings .niid si>ots are marked with black 
or darker gray. 
J'iio eyes are very 
large. l»lnish gray or smoko colored. 
It lives on the wild sheep. Ibc.x and 
otli(‘r mountain animals.

It is far the tamest and gentlest of tlio
